The Applicant's argument filed *** have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because of the following reason: 

In response to applicant's arguments that the cited reference fails to disclose or suggest "HTTP response including both the first content 
object and the content operation identifier that includes a directive for prefetching the second content object as a content operation distinct 
from presentation of the first content object". The Examiner respectfully does not agree because Beyda suggests HTTP response 
including both the first content object and the content operation identifier that includes a directive for prefetching the second content object 
as a content operation distinct from presentation of the first content object [see figs.1-2 and paragraphs 0017-0028]. For example, Beyda 
suggests HTTP response [paragraphs 0016-0028]. In page 7, line 19, of the specification, the applicant discloses a directive tag 42a 
specifying a prefetch operation. However, the claims specify that a directive for refetching which is nothing more than pre-ftetching portion 
of a single cache e.g. its URL [see paragraphs 0017-0028].
